Civil Defence Day points to |

need for public co-operation 


J. O. Probe, Civil Defence co- 
ordinator for Saskatchewan, ex- 
plained the purpose of National 
Civil Defence Day and the need 
for public co-operation and sup- 
port. 

“Every Canadian community— 
the biggest and the smallest—has 
@ part to play in Canada’s Civil 
Defence program. If it doesn’t 
play that part, the community 
one day might suddenly die, 

The prospect of a nuclear war 
must be faced. And because it 
must be, Friday, October 4, has 
been designated as Civil Defence 
day nationwide to remind Cana- 
dians of this necessity. 

The target city can save its 
inhabitants only by complete dis- 
persal. But the evacuees must 
have a place to disperse to. That’s 
where the rest of the country 
comes in—as reception centres, 
except in remote cases. 

The first evacuees would arrive 
over a period of six hours. They 
would be billeted on the basis of 
one for each member of a house- 
hold in the reception area. 

The rest of the evacuees would 
arrive later, over a shorter period, 
to be billeted at first on a five- 
to-one basis. Whether a tommun- 
ity received the first evacuees 
would depend on its distance from 
a target area. The last evacuees 
would have to be put up by the

communities nearest the target 
area. They wouldn’t have time to 
go farther, 

A reception area could expect 
about two hours warning that a 
flood of evacuees was coming. 
Obviously, it would be too late to 
prepare to accommodate them 
once the bombs were falling. To 
lay out the necessary plans in ad- 
vance is the purpose of Civil De- 
fence, ' 

It is the government’s job—the 
federal, provincial and municipal 
governments—to get a Civil De- 
fence plan started appropriate to 
the area its responsibility covers. 

But from that point on, all gov- 
ernment effort is a waste of pub- 
lic funds and effort without. the 


essential support of its citizens.” |

British paintings 
to be exhibited 


The largest collection of British 
paintings of the 18th century ever 
to be sent to Canada is now 
aboard the 22,000-ton Cunard liner 
Saxonia which is due to berth here 
September 18. The collection will 
be on exhibition in Canada until 
February, 1958; first at the Mont- 
real Museum of Fine Arts and 
later at the National Gallery of 
Canada, and the Art Gallery of 
Toronto, 

Organized by the’ British Coun- 
cil, the collection contains 68 
paintings lent by galleries and 
private owners in Britain; a fur- 
ther 19 works are being gathered 
from the United States and Can- 
ada. The artists represented in- 
clude Gainsborough, Reynolds, 
Hogarth, Raeburn, Stubbs, Law- 
rence, Romney, Marlow, Wilson, 
Wright, Copley and. Opie. ;

Civil Defence's dual role in 
peace and war explained 


destruction from fire, flood, earth- 
quake, tornado, explosion or any 
other form of sudden and unex- 
pected disaster. 


The advantage of Civil Defence 
in any disaster is that it provides 
a co-ordination of these services. 
It enables them, once trained and 
adequately prepared, to move 
quickly and smoothly into united 
action. Efforts are not duplicated. 
The most is made of every ser- 
vice. Even a little bit, carefully 
planned in advance, will go a long 
way. 

In Saskatchewan services co- 
ordinated for action under a Civil 
Defence director and his staff, 
acting under advice from planning 
committees, include: 

Police, with volunteer auxiliar- 
ies, to maintain law and order; 

Firemen, with pre-trained vol- 
unteers, to meet additional fire 
hazards in disaster, peace and 
war; 

Wardens to provide aid, infor- 
mation and leadership directly to 
the people, on a door-to-door, 
street-by-street basis; 

Health services — doctors, nurs- 
es, first-aid specialists and others 
trained to help—for treatment of 
injuries and maintenance of com- 
munity health; 

Rescue workers trained to res- 
cue persons trapped in buildings 
damaged by blast, fire, earth- 
quake, whatever; 
| Information services to mini- 
mize fear and shock reaction by 
keeping people informed of what 
is being done to help them; 

Welfare services to provide 
food, ‘shelter and other similar 
help to the homeless; : 

Engineering seryice to help-re- 
store public utilities — electricity, 
gas, water, sewer—to normal; 

Radiation monitoring ‘service, in 
event of atomic war, to let the 
public know when areas-are safe 
from radiation hazards. 

All of these services, already in 
existence, in Saskatchewan are 
the basis for a sound Civil De- 
fence organization. Once the pre- 
liminary planning is completed, 
any community with Civil De- 
fence is ready to meet disaster, 
man-made or ,natural.”
